SECTION 1. Section 30219-251, Hawaii Revised Statutes, is 

amended to read as follows:

Notwithstanding any other law to the contrary, beginning with 

the 2011-2013 school years, all public schools, excluding 

charter schools and multi-track public schools, shall implement 

a school year of one hundred eighty days, excluding professional 

development days and other non-instructional days negotiated 

to chapter 89. 

Notwithstanding any other law to the contrary: 

For the 2011-2012 school year, fifty per cent of all 

public elementary schools in the State, excluding 

charter schools and multi-track public schools, shall 

implement a school year that includes nine hundred 

fifteen student [ k i r , c t r . & e  1 hours; and 

Beginning with the 2012-2013 school year, all public 

elementary schools in the State, excluding charter 

schools and multi-track public schools, shall
